REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1900. 


At the annual district meeting held March 6, 1899, William 
M. Patten was elected a member of the school board for three 
years. At the organization of the board Mary EH. Manning 
was chosen president and Thomas J. Wiggin secretary and 
purchasing agent. 

The district was divided into three sub-districts as hereto- 
fore for special supervision and furnishing needed supplies to 
the several schools. 

The usual thirty weeks’ tuition has been furnished each 
school during the year, and in No. 4 two weeks due on last 
year’s account, when for good reasons the school was closed 
two weeks earlier. 

We have been fortunate in retaining the services of our best 
teachers and securing other good ones, so that at the present 
time we have an excellent corps of teachers, and hope to retain 
them for the coming year. 

We think the schools have made good progress, taking into 
consideration the amount of sickness during the last two terms, 
and especially the last one, when at least nearly half of the 
pupils and some of the teachers had measles, and in several of 
the divisions the schools necessarily had to be closed for a time. 

The state superintendent of public instruction having 
given us a different form of school register, we are without 
the data to give the rank of scholarship this year. 

The school buildings are in fairly good repair. No.1, how- 
ever, needs some inside repairs and a coat of paint on the out- 
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side would be a good investment. ‘The schools have run quite 
smoothly during the last term, with the exception of sickness, 
and it looks now as though they might start in the coming 
year with good prospects of success, if all concerned will work 
together for the best interests of our schools.
